ing and this was redoubled when John 
I. Martin, of Missouri, proposed three 
rheers and.a tiger for the president of 
the United States. 


Entering upon his subject at once. 


President Taft declared that he was 
glad to see that the advocates of wa- 
terways imprpvements favored a pol- 
icy rather than a project. "The test, 
of the value of-the movement," said 
Mr. Taft, "is going to be seen when 
you get. off that platform and begin to 
[avor a project instead .of a policy."

Supreme Court Soon to De- 


cide Constitutionality 


of the Measure. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 8.—A deci- 


sion of the supreme court of Indiana 
expected daily as to whether or not the 
county option law enacted at a spe- 
cial session of the legislature in 190S 
is constitutional will be of great im- 
portance. Sixty-five of the ninety-two 
counties of Indiana have voted dry 
under this law. In these same coun- 
ties 1,163 saloons had previously closed 
by remonstrance. 


In five counties of the state—Brown 


Johnson, Steuben, Scott and Wells— 
no option elections have been "held, bu 
all are "dry" by remonstrance. Fifty- 
nine saloons were closed in these coun- 
ties. 


Thirteen counties of the state hav 


voted "wet" under the county optior 
law: Blackford, Cass, Clarke, Frank 
lin, Floyd, Laporte, Posey, Porter 
Ripley, Spencer, Tippecanoe, Wayn 
and Knox. In these counties '1G5 sa
